Ottawa, Ont.The wheat crop in 
the three prairie provinces is esti- 
mated at 246,400,000 bushels, 
crop report issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics.

000 bushels in 1930.

inces. Higher wheat production is 
forecast in Alberta than in Saskatch- 
ewan, despite the fact that the seed- 
ed acreage in Alberta was only half 
that in the other province. 

“If the provincial estimates are 
justified by the out-turn it will be 
the first time that Alberta has been 
the leading wheat-producing prov 
ince,”’ according to the report. 

The total estimated yields of all 
the small grain crops, except fall 


wheat, are lower in 1931 than in 
1930. In the maritime provinces, 
conditions and yields are very 


similar to 1930. 
tion will be slightly lower. Wheat, 
rye and flaxseed production will be 
higher in Ontario, but the later sown 
oats and barley crops were reduced 
by summer drouth. In British Col- 
umbia, yields are generally higher 
than in 1930. The grain harvest has 
proceeded under particularly favour- 
able weather conditions, giving prom- 
ise of high quality. 

“The western wheatfields held very 
little reserve moisture at seeding 
time,” the report says, ‘‘so that crop 
growth was dependent on the rains of 
the growing season. These were dis- 
tinctly limited and late in a some- 
what triangular area bordered on the 
east by Brandon, Manitoba, and on 
the west by Medicine Hat, Alberta, 
and attaining its greatest width in 
central Saskatchewan. The eastern 
and northern parts of Manitoba, most 
of northern Saskatchewan, and west- 
ern, central and northern Alberta 
were favoured with greater precipita- 
tion, although this came too late to 
make really heavy crops in many dis- 
tricts. 

“Threshing is about two weeks be- 
hind last year but, excellent 
weather prevailing, has reached gocd 
proportions in southern regions and 
in the Peace River district. The qual- 
ity of the crop promises to be high, 
although there will be shrunken ker- 
nels in the south

The market movement of the new 
crop is very tardy. 

“Generally speaking, the wheat 


crop again proved its ability to with- 
stand adverse drouth conditions bet- 
ter than the other small grains.
